"It seems a shame t»> have to curb 
the fine fighting sprit of our troops.” 
said an Am erican.training officer, "hut 
the men must be made to understand 
as far as possible that impetuosity 
must be subordinated 
to s'eadiucss 
This has become a time clock war. 
The men must ndvatu e in given time 
and go no farther. 
E ve ry stop of in- 
fantry advance must first bo worked 
out with the artillery, «ml when the 
plan is arranged it must l*e strictly a«l 
bered to.” 
The natural fighting man, it seems 
has a natural antipathy to digging in 
Even in these late months o f war B rit­ 
ish Tommies would much rather remain 
above gr«-un<| and stand chances of get­ 
ting kiliul by shells than to dig the 
deep »logouts so adored by the Germans. 
In 
planning the battle «>f 
Messines 
Ridge, which was a model of clean cut 
victory, the British commander t<X’h 
into acconnt the lighting man's |H»int of 
vh'vv, and when the advance bail reach 
**d a stage where it gave the British 
eoverisl high ground the lighting men . 
were directed to take a rest, while spe 
¡hilly organized labor battalions were 
rushed up from the rear to do the irk’Cs - 
sary digging and consolidating of now 
tn'tiches, so us to make them thorough 
ly i»r*K)f against counterattack.

The Germ ans even conceal some of 
their shell holes by putting brown w a­ 
terproof sliCiis over them whenever 
an allied airplane is seen approaching. 
The passion for digging in is s«v strong 
with the Germ ans that they have I eon 
known desperately to ciaw boles lr. 
the ground vviih their hands til! the 
onus of their fingers were practically 
worn off.
